SNOW HOUSE NEEDS CARE 


Wood Tar Oil Uses. 


The oils tlmt are olitulued from the j 


distillation of wood tar cnn be used as 
substitutes In the place of various veg- 
etable and mineral oils In much the 
same manner us Ihe oils obtained from 
the distillation of coal tttr nnd lignite 
lar. 
However, in order to make the 


wood tar oils available for uee In this 
manner It is necessary to treat them 
chemically so e» to deacldlfy them and 
destroy 
Ihelr 
tendency 
to 
oxidize 


easily. 
Two 
processes for 
accom- 


plishing this are described In Seife, 
1822, page 033. In both processes the 
oil fraction, recovered at 250 degrees 
C, is treated with caustic lime and air 
Is blown through It at the same time 
until the oil will no longer absorb oxy- 
gen from the air. The water Is then 
removed and the oil Is distilled, yield- 
Ing a product which Is entirely free 
from acidity and which will no longer 
oxidize in the air. 
It la accordingly 


available for use as a' lubricant.— 
Scientific American.

ble murder, a suicide pact or an at- 
tempt to cover a scandal—Is only one 
of the many tragedies which mado 
their appearance during the reign of 
Franz-Joseph, tragedies which Includ- 
ed his unhappy marriage with 
tho 


Princess Eiliabeth of Bavaria; the ex- 
ecution of his brother, the Emperor 
-Maximilian of Mexico; the mysterious 
disappearance of the Grand Duke Jo- 
hann Salvator; the murder of the Em- 
press Elizabeth at- Geneva and the as- 
sassination of the heir to the throne, 
the Archduke Francis Ferdinand and 
his morganatic wife, the final tragedy 
which led to the greatest of all—the 
World war and the subsequent par- 
tition of the kingdom.
